Northwestern's  Division  of  Con- 
tinuing Education  is  coordinating 
the  university's  Rom.e  studios  pro- 
gram. Dr.  Hoyt  Reed,  director  of 
continuing  education,  said  NSU 
courses  will  be  offered  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  Rome  campus. 

The    six-week    summer   term    in 


Rome  begins  June  12  and  continues 
through  July  24.  Participants  will 
depart  from  New  Orleans  June  12 
on  a  chartered  plane  and  will  re- 
turn to  the  United  States  July  24. 

Mrs.  Nahm  said  the  cost  of  the 
summer  study  program  in  Italy  will 
b3  $£65.  Included  in  the  cost  is  air 
fare  from  New  Orleans  to  Rome 
and  i-eturn,  lodging,  meals  and  all 
university  fees  and  expenses. 

Tour  officials  said  participants  in 
the  Rome  study  program  will  be 


offered  optional  trips  to  Switzer- 
land and  Greece,  but  additional 
charges  will  be  made  for  persons 
who  participate  in  those  trips.

Students  will  be  administered 
tests  in  the  areas  of  commerce, 
home  economics,  English,  foreign 
languages,  mathematics,  social 
studies,  science  and  vocational  agri- 
culture. Tests  will  be  given  in 
specialized  subjects  under  each 
general  academic  area.

Dr.  Bailey  Is  One 
Of  Book  Authors 


Dr.  Mildred  Bailey 

Dr.  Mildred  H.  Bailey,  professor 
of  elementary  education  and  di- 
rector of  the  Reading  Center  at 
Northwestern,  is  one  of  the  authors 
■3f  a  recently-released  book  entitled 
"Teaching  Word  Recognition 
Skills." 

Published  by  the  International 
Reading  Association,  the  book  in- 
cludes chapters  written  by  Dr. 
Bailey  concerning  phonics  instruc- 
tion in  teaching  children  to  read. 

Dr.  Bailey  is  considered  a  nation- 
al authority  on  the  value  of  in- 
struction in  phonics.  Her  doctoral 
dissertation,  published  in  1965,  was 
devoted  to  research  on  the  topic, 
and  she  has  had  related  articles 
published  during  the  last  several 
years  in  such  scholarly  journals 
as  the  "Reading  Teacher"  and 
"Reading  Research   Quarterly." 

One  of  Dr.  Bailey's  publications 
in  this  area  was  honored  by  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1968  for 
inclusion  in  the  William  S.  Gray 
Memorial  Collection  of  Scientific 
Studies  in  Reading,  housed  at  the

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Demons  Remain  In  Contention  For  NAIA  Berth 


Losing  consecutive  Gulf  States 
Conference  games  in  early  Febru- 
ary, Northwestern  State  Univer- 
sity's basketball  team  dropped 
from  third  to  fourth  place  in  the 
league  standings  but  maintained 
an  opportunity  to  once  again  par- 
ticipate in  the  District  30  NAIA 
playoffs. 


League-leading  Louisiana  Tech 
snapped  a  three-game  Demon  win 
streak  58-49  before  an  overflow 
crowd  of  3,700  on  Feb.  5  at  Prather 
Coliseum  and  prevented  NSU  from 
moving  within  half  a  game  of  first 
place  in  the  GSC. 

A  week  later  Northwestern  took 
to  the   road   and  dropped   a   97-69 


decision  to  Northeast  Louisiana. 
The  setback  lowered  the  Demons 
into  fourth  place  in  the  league, 
a  game  behind  Northeast. 

Northeast,  however,  has  two 
games  remaining  with  Southwest- 
ern Louisiana,  the  GSC's  No.  2 
team,  which  seems  to  point  toward 
a  final  third  place  tie  in  the 
standings  between  Northeast  and 
Northwestern. 

Northeast,  Northwestern,  Loui- 
siana College  (a  61-53  road  winner 
over  NSU  on  Feb.  8)  and  Grambl- 
ing  seem  to  be  the  logical  choice 
for  the  District  NAIA  playoffs. 

Despite  the  losses  to  Tech,  North- 
east and  Louisiana  College,  North- 
western nevertheless  possesses  a 
12-8  overall  record^second  only 
to  Northeast's  11-5  overall  reading. 

Sophomore  guard  Vernon  Wil- 
son continues  to  lead  the  Demons 
in  scoring,  averaging  22  points 
per  game  and  hitting  49.2  per  cent 


of  his  shots  from  the  field.  He's 
scored  20  or  mora  points  on  14 
occassions  this  season,  including 
27  in  the  loss  to  Northeastern. 

Senior  forward  Marvin  Willett 
(14.3)  trails  him  in  scoring,  fol- 
lowed by  junior  postman  Thurman 
Baptiste  (13.0)  and  junior  forward 
Jessie  Horner  (10.5).  Senior  guard 
Johnny  Janese  leads  the  GSC  in 
assists. 

Against  Tech,  Louisiana  College 
and  Northeast  the  Demons  shot 
their  lowest  percentage  of  the  sea- 
son from  the  field.  In  the  games 
proceeding  against  Southern  Mis- 
sissippi, Centenary  and  McNeese 
State,  they  hit  their  best. 

They  hope  to  recover  for  their 
four  regular  season  games  of  1971 
— Southeastern  Louisiana,  Nicholls 
State,  Southwestern  Louisiana  and 
Louisiana  College — and  carry  the 
recovery  into  a  possible  playoff 
invitation.

Demons  Working  With  29  Lettermen

Northwestern's  Ronnie  Haworth  Cops 
880  Run  In  Annual  "N"  Club  Meet 


Ronnie  Haworth  has  been  pro- 
jected as  a  possible  sub-l:50  per- 
former in  the  880-yard  run,  and 
Feb.  6  the  lanky  Northwestern 
State  University  senior  gave  indi- 
cations of  living  up  to  his  potential. 

Participating  in  the  7th  annual 
Graduate  "N"  Club  Indoor  Track 
Meet,  Haworth  clicked  off  an  eye- 
opening  1:56.3  to  easily  win  his 
speciality  and  also  break  the  school 
record  of  1:57  set  in  1966  by  Bob 
Dufalo. 

Dufalo  holds  the  Gulf  States 
Conference  outdoor  record  in  the 
event  timing  1:50.3  in  1965. 

"I  think  Ronnie  may  have  found 
himself  in  the  "N"  Club  Meet,"  said 
Northwestern  assistant  coach  Jerry 
Dyes.  "I  really  look  for  him  to 
some  on  down  with  his  time  this 
spring  when  we  get  outdoors. 

"He  showed  me  a  lot  in  the  "N" 
Club  Meet,  as  did  several  of  our 
trackmen.  I  was  especially  impres- 
sed with  the  way  everyone  com- 
peted." 

The  Demons'  four-lap  relay  team 
of  Eddie  Carroll,  Steve  Jones, 
Terry  Skaggs,  and  Cliff  Vandiver 
won  its  heat  in  1:15.0  to  set  anoth- 


er school  record.  The  winning  time 
was  1:14.7. 

Skaggs  subbed  for  Julius  Steele, 
who  pulled  up  lame  while  placing 
in  a  preliminary  in  the  60-yard 
dash,  and  gained  NSU  its  lead.  Car- 
roll, Jones,  Skaggs  and  Steele  are 
freshman,  while  Vandiver  is  a 
sophomore. 

Two  other  Northwestern  indoor 
marks  fell  as  senior  high  jumper 
Tommy  Wilson  cleared  6'1"  and 
freshman  miler  John  Davison 
timed  4:39.8. 

Jones  (:52.8)  and  Mike  Craven 
(:53.1)  won  their  heats  in  the 
open  440,  while  Bruce  Williams 
(2:02.2)  copped  his  heat  in  the 
880.  Craven  and  Williams  are  also 
freshmen. 

The  Demons'  next  track  competi- 
tion will  be  outdoors  in  early 
March. 

Highlight  of  the  "N"  Club  Meet 
was  the  60-yard  dash  where  a 
couple  of  Alcorn  A&M  sophomores, 
Larry  Sams  and  Willie  McGee, 
timed  :5.9  to  tie  the  world  record. 
Sims  edged  McGee  and  was  selected 
the  Meet's  outstanding  athlete. 


Spring  practice  for  55  football 
candidates,  29  of  them  lettermen 
has  opened  for  what  appears  to 
be  a  rebuilding  Northwestern  State 
University  team. 

NSU  compiled  a  7-3  overall  rec- 
ord in  1970  and  ended  in  second 
place  in  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. 

But  gone  are  13  lettermen,  in- 
cluding seven  offensive  starters 
from  a  squad  that  led  the  league 
in  rushing.  Eight  defensive  regu- 
lars return. 

"We  have  a  lot  of  boys  who 
need  exposure  this  spring,"  said 
head  coach  Glenn  Gossett.  "Our 
offense  must  undergo  almost  a 
complete  rebuilding,  and  our  de- 
fense needs  a  lot  of  work." 

Northwestern's  key  offensive 
losses  from  last  year  were  all-GSC 
split  end  Al  Phillips,  tackles  Leon- 
ard Richardson  and  Don  Miser,  all- 
GSC  guard  Leslie  Robertson,  all- 
GSC  quarterback  Mike  Pool,  half-

back    Tommy   Wallis    and    all-GSC 
fullback  Richard  Ware. 

Tight  end  Paul  Zoller,  all-GSC 
guard  Bobby  Konack,  all-GSC  cen- 
ter Gary  McCrary  and  halfback 
Donald  Johnson  are  the  returnees. 

On  defense  the  Demons  must 
uncover  replacements  for  all-GSC 
tackle  Walter  Edler,  middle  guard 
Alton  Geisendorff  and  cornerback 
Ronnie  Bagley. 

The  reluming  regulars  include 
ends  Clinton  Ebey  and  Greg  Clark, 
tackle  Craig  Tripp,  linebackers 
Gordon  Boogaerts  and  Larry  Gau- 
det,  cornerback  Paul  Tacker  and 
safeties  Kenny  Hrapman  and  Travis 
Smith. 

Miser  and  Geisendorff  have 
another  year  of  eligibility  remain- 
ing, but  the  former  decided  to 
graduate  in  the  spring  and  the  lat- 
ter did  not  return  to  school  for 
the  second  semester. 

Lettermen  are  available  to  fill 
all  of  the  vacated  positions  except 
fullback  (soph  numeral  winner 
Mark  Nyvall  has  quit  the  sport). 

Top  candidate  for  the  quarter- 
back job  is  sophomore  letterman 
Lynn  Hebert,  who  supported  Pool 
in  1969  and  1970.  Hebert  led  Han- 
nville  to  the  Class  AA  state  high 
school  championship  three  years 
ago. 

Gossett  reports  Zoller  and  two 
other  lettermen — linebackers  Sterl- 
ing Baldwin  and  Bentley  Usey — 
may  be  limited  in  the  spring  work 
due  to  injuries.  Z'OUer  has  a  back 
condition,  while  Baldwin  (hernia) 
and  Usey  (knee)  underwent  off- 
season surgery. 

The  Demons'  schedule  calls  for 
them  to  work  five  weeks,  four 
times  a  week  with  five  major 
scrimmages  slated.  Spring  practice 
will  conclude  March  13. 
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
